Farmers using .grasshopper poi.son 
bait are cautioned by the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture regarding 
the danger in handling it. The bait 
is a deadly poison. It does not de* 
teriorate with age. It must not be 
taken internally or allowed to get in¬ 
to cuts or .scratches in the skin. In 
spreading it should be applied very 
thinly to avoid possible poisoning to 
livestock. Bait spread in excess of 
10 pound.s per acre is wasted.

A decision of significance to all news dealers, was given 
in England recently, when the Sun Life Assurance Com¬ 
pany of Canada was awarded damages of SOUU pounds, 
agrainst Smith & Son, well known news agents of London. 
The case was based on the distribution of a periodical 
containing material which was considered libellous by 
the Sun Life. The dealers distributed an^ issue of the 
"City Midweek,” a financial paper, which Contained an 
article attacking the Sun Life. The Smith & Son Agency 
is one of the largest in the world, and it was in vain that 
it attempted to claim ignbrance of the articles appearing 
in the periodicals which'it circulated. It was held respon¬ 
sible for libel through circulation. Judgment has already 
been griven agrainst the publishers of “Midweek.” 
a 

This tightens still further the English libel laws and 
throws a heavy responsibility on newsdealers. In this 
country also there are very strict laws against libel, and 
any publication walks in fear of leaving itself open to 
such accusation. The fact that a damaging statement 
may be true, does not necessarily free a publication from 
responsibility. But the law seems to go rather far in 
holding agents liable for any or every article which may 
appear in the thousand periodicals which pass through 
their hands. 

The public quite frequently fails to realize that the 
“moderate” tone of the majority of newspapers, is the 
outcome of the desire to avoid the ruinous expense and 
unpleasantness of law courts. The laws defining and gov- 
ermng libel, may on occasions result in the suppressing of 
facts which should be brought into the open, but on the 
other hand, they also prevent the printing of much rash 
and irresponsible material. They put a brake on rumors 
and unproved or unprovable assertions and prejudices. 

It would perhaps be a good thing if people g^enerally 
walked in greater caution regarding libellous remarks. If 
everyone asked himself “Would I make that statement 
about so and so if I knew it would appear in print and 
have to be proved,” he would be much more cautious 
and a large proportion of the world’s troubles would nev¬ 
er come into being.

WORLD ACREAGE , 
IN PRESENT YEAR 

Wheat acreage in twenty,five coun¬ 
tries now reported, including both 
winter wheat and the intended wheat 
acreage in the United states and 
Canada and which last year accounted 
for about 75 per cent, of the world 
wheat acreage, is 184,686,(X)0 acres 
compared with 194,121,000 in 1932p 
This represents a decrease of about 
5 per cent, and is exclusive of the 
Russian acreage where winter sow¬ 
ings were decreased over 4,000,000 
acres and which, if added, would re¬ 
duce the total acreage over 7 per cent 
from last year. A small acreage is 
also in prospect in Australia though 
no definite figures are yet available. 
Canada and the United State.s togeth¬ 
er show a reduction of approximately 
10 per cent, in acreage from last year 
while the 16 reporting European 
countries have a wheat area 2 per 
cent, above that of 19.32. 

MINERAL WEALTH . 
BRINGS MILLIONS 

Flin Flon Fields Employ 4000 Men; 

Prairie Provinces Contribute Well 

Although grain and other agricul¬ 
tural products have long held first 
place in the thoughts of the Prairie 
Provinces, the * mineral output has 
been attracting increasing attention. 
Last year Manitoba’s production to¬ 
talled nearly $9,00(),000, and with thp 
opening of new fields in the north, 
that province promises to rival Ontar 
io in mineral wealth. The Flin Flon 
fields now employ between 3,000 and 
4,000 men. Even Saskatchewan ' has 
mineral wealth totalling $1,625,167. 
Alberta’s production in 1932 had a 
value of $21,163,27, of which total 
fuels contributed $20,077,670 coal be¬ 
ing responsible for $13,517,860. Pe¬ 
troleum production amounted to 912,- 
506 barrel^, valued at $2,739,096, 
while the output of natural gas had a 
value of $3,820,722. There was, in ad¬ 
dition, a moderate production in Al¬ 
berta of bituminous sands, clay pro¬ 
ducts and structural materials.

OPER^ATLOSS 

Newspaper Publicatiooa .living'f Up 

the Ghoet From Month to Month 

Altogether too frequently there ia 
announcement ^hat this weekly or 
that, has suspended publication. WiUi 
in recent date two newspapers in the 
East Kootenay have l>een obliged to 
cease publication, and all through 
Western Canada and the East, it is 
the same. ^ 

A newspaper is built ^n that in¬ 
tangible thing called service. It holds 
its place in the regard of the com¬ 
munity for the steady service which 
it gives week in, week out. It must 
give this service, whether at profit or 
loss. Under present conditions many 
newspapers are operating at a loss 
today, drawing on the little reserves 
laid by in better times. When these 
reHer\-es are exhausted, Another dis¬ 
trict is without its local weekly, an¬ 
other weekly dies. 

Every paper builds its circulation 
and patronage on certain service pro¬ 
vided, and if that service is curtailed 
or restricted, it is the first step to¬ 
ward disaster. 

The suspension of so many week¬ 
lies is not only unfortunate for the 
owners, but unfortunate also for the 
area formerly ser%'ed. Inr no other 
way can the character, resources and 
standing of a district be presented so 
ade<iuately as through its own news¬ 
paper. 

In helping to .secure and maintain 
.1 paper, subscribers can assist great¬ 
ly *by looking to their subscription 
payments. Arrears of subscription 
constitute a heavy drain and form one 
of the pressing burdens that the news 
paper office has to. carry. A single 
arrear is small, but in the aggregate 
the newspaper carries a large sum 
tied up in dilatory or delinquent sub¬ 
scribers. This sum if it were paid, 
would make a v'ast impro\'ement in 
the financial condition of any nefc-s- 
paper.

HEALTHUNFTWORK 

Ur. Saundera, M.U.H. and Ur. Mc- 
Gugan Point to Encouraging Fea¬ 
ture; Health. Picturea 
- 

A comprehensive study Of Preven¬ 
tive Health Work in general and the 
work of the Okotoka-Higb'i Kiver 
Health Unit in particular, wai given 
at a pubiic meeting held in. the ^own 
on Friday evening. Dr. G. Saund¬ 
ers, M.O.H., dealt in detail with the 
pi ogress of work in the Unit, noting 
several outstanding developments. 
Dr., McGugan of the Provincial 
Health Dept, followed, and in his 
iirief talk spoke of certain work per¬ 
formed in the local Unit routine, 
which is of incomparable value to the 
community. The concluding feature 
was a series of health films, present¬ 
ed by Mr. Cook of the Health Dept. 

Unit Work 

By means ol an illuminated map, 
Or. baunuers siiowed the area incluu- 
eU ill the Okutoks-High Itiver Lmt. 
ihe head oluce is at High River, auu 
tne taithest school lies 8o imies away 
Liie average distance to all schools 
.leing 28 miles, 'ihe area or the uis- 
irict IS 1800 square miles, with a pop¬ 
ulation 01 14000 of whom 3000 are 
school children. 'I'hirty-five hundred 
are babies ol pre-school age. 'Ihere 
are 80 schools to be visited, and regu¬ 
lar clinics are held at High River, 
..iKotuKs, lurner Valley, Black Uia- 
iiiond, Cayley, Blackie, Naiiton Vul¬ 
can, .Vlossleigh, lied Deer Lake and 
!■ osK. Baby clinics are held in sum¬ 
mer months at Millarville, Priddis, 
Kartell, Brant, Ensign and Kirkcaldy. 

Assistance 

In connection with the mealth edu¬ 
cation, a local auxiliary was formed 
at High River as an advisory body, 
co-operation is also received^irom 
Jumor Red Cross branches, Women’s 
institute.s and other district oraniza- 
tions. 

Sanitation 

Mr. Butterfield, sanitary inspector 
spends half time here and at Red 
Deer in his work. His methods aim 
for disease prevention and include in¬ 
spections of food centres, public and 
private water supply, nuisance 
grounds, etc. He has had excellent 
co-operation from dairymen in im¬ 
proving the milk supply for the child¬ 
ren of the district. 

Pre Natal and Baby Care 

Infant and maternal mortality qre 
affected by the care of the expectant 
mother. In ^this matter, expectant 
mothers are welcomed to the clinics, 
or Miss Jones will visit the home on 
request. A series of monthly letters 
have been serft out to all known cas¬ 
es, and post natal letters guide the 
young mother through the first year 
of the baby’s life. Two hundred and 
twenty-four babies and 184 re-exam¬ 
ined during the year, and 226 homes 
have been visited in connection with 
baby welfare. There have also been 
376 pre school age children examined. 

Found in Schools 

About 60 per cent, of the doctor’/ 
time and that of one nurse goes to 
schools. In the' first year, the exam¬ 
ination of 3000 school children has 
been made with a start on second ex¬ 
aminations. 

Of the 3000 children in the district 
1060 or 85 per cent, were free from 
defects. The other 1950 had one or 
more defects that could be remedied. 

Thirty-six per cent, had remediable 
teeth defects; 28 per cent, the throat; 
15 per cent were more than 10 per 
cent, underweight; 19 per cent had 
defective vision; 6 per cent, goitre; 
5 per cent, defective heart; 4 per cent 
defective hearing and 10 per cent, 
some other defect. 

Defects Corrected 

The argument is sometimes used 
that many children requiring treat¬ 
ment cannot be fianced, so what 
good is served in pointing out defects. 
But this postponing of treatment too 
often results in the need for emer¬ 
gency treatment, which does not give 
the best chance of recovery: "I do 
not believe” said Dr. Saunders, “that 
the doctor or the dentists of this 
district either encourage or desire 
the postponing of treatment for fin¬ 
ancial reasons. .4s soon as this dis¬ 
trict, or the province is ready to fin¬ 
ance state health insurance, such a 
scheme will be in readine.ss.” 

Of the first 1347 children re-exam¬ 
ined this year, the doctor found that 
344 or 46 per cent, of the defects had 
been corrected. Any effort which re¬ 
sults ip 46 per cent of thc.se. children 
being "put into condition” is not 
without some good. 

Adult Health 

5^ far as is learned this is the on¬ 
ly health unit to undertake periodic 
examination of i healthy adults. It is 
impossible with: the present .staff to 
examine periodically all adults, but 
the diseases of middle life are so 
insidious, that all healthy adults are 
advised to have yearly examinations 
by their doctor. 'There were 172 
adults examined in this unit, 2 were 


found with skin cancer, 2 with 
Bright’s disease, 1 case of goitre, 1 
of diabetes and many with high 
blood pressure or other conditions. 

Immunization 

Diphtheria and) small pox have 
been the twoi diseases on which the. 
Unit has concentrated. So far 2245 j 
babies, pre-school and school child- j 
ren have been gfiven toxoid treatment i 
securing them against diphtheria. Six 
ty per cent, of the school children are 
safe from diphtheria, but many 
younger children are yet to be treat¬ 
ed. Six^y-ftve of the school children 
are vaccinated as well as many ba¬ 
bies and pre-school children. 

Communicable Diseases 
Control ot other conununicable dis¬ 
ease IS a matter of education in avoid 
aiice. I'he success of control depends 
on the promptness with which cases 
are reported, and the susceptible con- 
uicts who may develop it. As almost 
all are spread by direct contact 
(.mostly by hand). The most fruitful 
prevention of germ carrying there- 
iure IS the frequent washing of hands 
Although there is comparatively 
little tuberculosis in the district, ex¬ 
amination is showing more than had 
ueen supposed. Last year 29 sus- 
l>ects were examined and given the 
tubercular tests. 

Laboratory Work 
The laboratory is equipped to carry 
out routine tests, and eiiuipped with 
vaccine and sera, such as are used 
for treatment or prevention of dis¬ 
ease. The actual Commercial value of 
tests, such as on -water, milk, blood, 
etc., amounts to $1700. , 

Cost 

.The Unit operates on a budget of 
$10,000. The 26 per cent, cost of 
$2500 to this district, serves the 
14000 people of the district at a per 
capita of L7.85 each. It relieves the 
district of M. O. H. retainer fees 
amounting to $1500 leaving a net cost 
of-$1000 to be shared amongst 14000 
people. 

Canadian people spend, according 
to statistics, 200 million dollars annu¬ 
ally for preventable diseases alone. 
The share of the Okotoks-High River 
Health Unit would be $280,000 in 
caring for preventable disease. The 
Unit, however, is spending $10,000 a 
year, on methods which, if continued 
will largely eliminate the burden of 
cost in preventable sickness.
